CHICAGO, March 22.—The Justice Department. has 
dropped the- 54-year-old civil anti-monopoly suit against 
the Big Four of the meatpacking industry. The companies— 


Swift, Armour, Wilson and 
Cudahy—together own 72 percent 
of the industry. 


Abandonment of the suit was in 
line with the “new look” toward 
monopoly announced by Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell last Aug. 
27. Brownell told the American 
Bar Association convention then 
he had named a. commission to 
study revision of the anti-trust 
laws. His assistant,.Stanley N. 
Barnes, head ‘of ee anti-trust 
division, followed with .the an- 
nouncement that his department 
would depend less on lawsuits and 
more on what he called round 
table solution of problems. ‘To 
underscore his point, Brownell dis- 
closed the division had dropped an 
anti-trust action against the 
Cement Institute. | 

The meat trust suit was dis- 
missed two days after the Justice
